When the amount of that advantage was 
estimated it could readily be judged whether 
tolls and dues sufficient to pay for the main- 
tenance and management of the harbour 
could be raised from the traffic; and if they 
could not be so raised, they thought the har- 
bour should be abandoned unless the Depart- 
ment of Industry and Commerce, for the 
purpase of some definite economic policy, 
decided to maintain it. 

Failing a definite transport poliey, which 
changing conditions might make -impractic- 
able at present, even assuming it to 
be desirable at any time, it appeared to his 
department that the capacity to pay for 
itself was the best test of the usefulness of 
a trade harbour. 

f it appeared on enquiry that a harbour 
ought to be able to pay for itself, but had 
failed through mismanagement, they thought 
that the Government should have, and exer- 
cise, the power of changing the management, 
and if no good local managing body could 
be formed, then the Gevérnment should 
manage the harbour itself. 


LOCAL HARBOUR BOARDS. 


In the course of a long letter expressing

Before the war the United States took 
the greater portion of linen exports, but 
British Kmpire shipments last month. at 
1,505,600 Satiare yards, were 34.5 per cent. of 
the total linen exports. _ Whilo the United 
States imperted: for the same period 
1,386,300 sqharé yards, or 31.7 wer cent., 
Australia is a bright spot. and absorbs 
nearly four <i'mes as much British linen as 
the whole Continent of Europe. South Africa 
has imported 50 per cent. more linen than 
during ithe xorresponding eight months: inst 
year, Both Brazi? and the Arcentine are 
Me. highly prosperous markets. Their 
purchases during the eight months amounted 
to 2,536,600 onhied yards, compared with 
1.899.200 sqiare yards for the corresponding 
period last year. 

There has been a considerable advance in 
the quantity of linen handkerchiefs exported 
during the eight months. The demand for 
linen dantasks remains steady, and this bianch 
of the. trade hag not expertenced tho sume 
depression in racent months as other sections. 

FINISHED GOODS. 

The present position of. the trade in finished 
goods is that there are thréé classes in which 
there is no serious competition from abroad. 
seeing that no other seat of industry ean turn 
them out in the same quality and stvle. 
These are finer linen for handkerchiefs—that 
is, cambrics and sheer linen. While they are 
used -chiélly for handkerchiefs they are also 
used (frequently in the dyed state) for cloth- 
mig, Purponse. 

ext comes fine linen damask, and in this 
the Continental manufacturers can neither 
produce the qualities nor the designs such as 
Wwe produce them here. The cost of installing 
the special looms and elaborate machinery 
and the designs, particularly for crested work, 


is so great and the “ running ** of a high- 
class damask factory is such an enormous 
continual .charge that few foreign factories 


could do it even if they had the capacity to 
turn out the gvods. Then come fine plain 
linens for shirts and collars of the best class, 
and in ythese the Belfast houses have no 
serious competitors. 

The great struggle with the Continental 
manufacturers is in the coarser and more 
common goods. Much of the coarse sheeting 
trade has been lost to Belgium, cheap towels 
aud table-covers to Czecho-Slovakia. Germany 
end -Austria; tickings, paddings and embroi- 
dered frocks to Belgium. It is the aim of Ulster 
manhfacturers to get some of this course 
busipess back, to keep the plain looms better 
engaged. The new advertising scheme of 
the rsh Linen, Guild will,.no doubt, aim 
at dsseciating linen with such articles as 
nurses’ aprons, casement cloths, chauffeurs’

The facet that thé Pritchard Flax Fibre 
and Pulp Company; Tiimited, Glasgow, has 
bought a factory at Dromara, County Down, 
for the purpose of decorticating flax and 
preparing it for spinning should assist con- 
siderably in developing the home supply of 
taw material, : 

The Irish Linen Guild has formed a 
scheme which may be of inestimable ad- 
vantage to both producers and distributors 
of lineps,.

This, if properly carried out, will do away 
with the necessity of kéeping large scatterad 
stocks, and will, therefore, help-the finances 
of each firm involved by rendering it pos- 
sible to do the usual business, or more, with 
á small compact stock, so that in this wav 
thousands of pounds will be freed for other 
purposes. 

When these goods are offered to the pub- 
lic in fixed and absolutely fair prices, it 
should bring about a revival of interest in 
such articles as linen towels, pillow-casus, 
sheets, and linen damask table doths. ‘Lhe 
scheme has been agreed to by the leadiag 
retail stéres. The Linen Guild is also at- 
tracting the attention of the drapery trade, 
both retail and wholesale, by inviting the 
suggestions of all who handle linen as to 
how a greatly increased and sustained demand 
for all classes of Irish linen goods may be best 
achieved in the home market.

Ghe Harvest Moon. 


Given favourable conditions, lovers of 
Nature will not be lacking in their appre- 
ciation of the harvest moon, which comes 
te the full to-day. | 
Several English newspapers, I noticed, 
misled evidently by the fact that the 
August moon was at the full when the 
harvest was being gathered, termed it 
the “ harvest moon.”’ AE 
The “ harvest moon ”' is always the full 
moon that occurs nearest to the autumnal 
equinox, which occurred this year on Sep- 
tember 23rd. There is sometimes a little 
doubt as to whether the August or the 
September moon can claim to be the 
“ harvest moon ” ; but as this year the 
present moon is full only six days after 
the equinox, there can be no dispute. 
The harvest moon is often one of 
singular beauty. At this season of the 
year the moon's, path is only very slightly 
inclined to the horizon, so that it rises 
for several nights in succession about the 
same time, thus yielding a series of moon- 
lit evenings.

Gwo Galway Schemes. 


Mr. Binns, who has spent over thirty 
years designing and adapting various 
schemes for the improvement of Galway 
shipping, managed to clear up a point 
which has frequently puzzled me, and, I 
am sure, confused many newspaper 
readers. He told me that a local scheme 
—estimated to cost £60,000 in 1913, and 
which will now cost somewhere about 
£150,000—for the improvement of Galway 
city docks, is at presént before the 
County Council, and is likely to be 
adopted. 

The scheme is a purely local one, and 
not to be confused with Sir John Griffith's 
trans-Atlantic proposals, which centre on 
Barna, about six miles from Galway. So 


that the two schemes were complemen- 
tary, one being concerned with coastwise 
traffic, and the other with trans-Atlantic 
problems. His general watchword, how- 
ever, seems to be “ Follow Sir John,” 
who, he says, has more accumulated 
experience and wisdom in big shipping 
and harbour problems than any other 
living engineer. 

After our chat I came away feeling that 
the time for merely academic discussion 
of Galway as a sea-air link between 
Europe and America is past, and that 
before we are very much older its develop- 
ment may even supersede the Shannon 
scheme as . big national undertaking, and 
one with almost infinite international pos- 
sibilities.

Irish Ofhcer's Horsemanship. 


A Canadian newspaper, just received. 
contains the news that the victor in the 
annual competition for the Guides’ Cup 
was Captain F. M. W. Harvey, V.C., of 
the Lord Sttathcona’s Horse (Royal 
Canadians), a former, member oí 
Wanderers’ Football Club, Dublin, and 
one of the three brothers who secured 
their international caps. Captain Harvey 
was ranching in Canada at the outbreak 
of the war, and promptly joined the regi- 
ment with. which he has been connected 
ever since. In addition to the V.C., he 
holds the Military Cross and the Cross de 
Guerre. 

The Guides’ Cup is less a race than a 
test of horsemanship. A point-to-point 
course (in this case 17} miles) is marked 


out in advance, over which the competitors 


must find their way with map and com- 
pass, riding over unknown country. with 
no other guidance than the bearings given 
to them at the start The strictest atten- 
tion is paid to the condition of each com- 
petitor’s horse when he returns; speed 
goes for nothing if the mount arrives back 
in bad condition. Captain Harvey, being 
an Irishman, and, therefore, a natural 
horseman, saved his mount in every 
possible way, yet managed to cover the 
distance in one hour and forty-three 
minutes. He was handicapped by the 
faet that he was the heaviest competitor.

Williamsburg. 


An interesting experiment. in historical 
reconstruction is promised in the United 
States. Mr. John D. Rockefeller, junior, 
has purchased the old town of Williams- 
burg, which, during American colonial 
days,- was the seat of royal government 
in the Virginia Colony. He proposes to 
spend more than £1,000,000 im the restora- 
tion of the town, as nearly as may be, to 
the appearance which it had two hundred 
years ago. Mr. Rockefeller. has set about 


| this enterprise with a thoroughness. that 


characteristic of the great. business 
but: seldom

family: to. which he belongs, 
is displayed .in the province of the 
entiquary and the historian. He has 
employed experts to investigate official 
records in London,.in the hope that they 
may discover plans and _ specifications 
showing the dimensions of the Williams- 
burg capitol and of the governor's palace. 
li these are not forthcoming, he will work 
from paintings and from gescriptions 
written to England by colonists, soldiers 
and officials who served in ' Virginia. 
Engineers are engaged busily in restoring 
some of the colonial homes which remain. 
The owners of these dwellings will 
remove all modern improvements and will 
replace them as they were in the governor- 
ships of Lord Dinwiddie and Lord Dun- 
more. It will be a novel experience, 

indeed, for modern Americans to live in 
houses that are lit by candle-light and do 
not contain telephones or central heating. 

Particular attention is being paid to the 
seventeenth century College of William. 
and Mary. Sir. Christopher Wren is 
credited with the design of thid building 
on the model of Chelsea Hospital. Work- 

men, excavating the college foundations, 
discovered the graves: of Lord Botetourt 
and of several other people | who were 
prominent in the early history of Vir- 
ginia. This effort of a rich man to restore 
the outward appearance, of Williamsburg 
is a proof that America is developing a 
sense of the past.

THE FREE STATE TRADE 
FIGURES. 

Commenting upon the preparations now 
being made for conclusion of a commercial 
treaty between France and the Trish Free 
State, the Paris Correspondent of the 
Daily Telegraph says :— 

It is rather difficult to estimate exactly 
the volume of trade between France and 
Ireland, since so many French exports 
destined for the Free State pass through 
London. There is, however, no doubt. that 
the trade balance is heavily in favour vf 
France. 

In 1926 France imported from Ireland 

goods ‘to the value of 11,141,000 francs 
(£89,128), wut the value of her exports to 
the Free State was 63,748,000 francs 
(£509,984). These exports consisted prin- 
cipally of building materials, wine, spirits, 
flax and wool. Six hundred French motor 
cars were sold in Ireland. last: year. 
It is estimated by the French authorities 
that their exports to Ireland may easily 
be raised to 125,000,000 francs a year under 
a commercial agreement which will lower 
the tariff barriers on both sides.

THE CASE IS NOT CLOSED. 
The Times, in a leading. article, says :— 
The whole difficult question of naval dis- 
armament has again been, raised, and has 
again been deférred to’ a more convenient 
season. That js the general effect of the 
American Note’ presented to. the Foreign 
Office yesterday. The generally friendly tone 
of this léng-expected Note should: be fully 
recognised, more especially as the forecasts 
seemed to emanate from a rather different 
atmosphere. There is not the 


whatever contribution the United States can 
make to the international effort to reduce 
armaments to’ the utmost limit compatible 
with security. 

The forecasts were accurate in one respect. 
They intimated that the United States Go- 
vernment would reject the compromise agreed 
upon by the British and French Governments 
as a fresh basis for the discussion of naval 
disarmament. It “feels that no useful pur- 
pose would be served by accepting as a 
basis of discussion the Anglo-French 
proposals.” The ground for this refusal 
lies in the fact that the proposal “still limits 
large cruisers which are suitable to American 
needs, but frankly places no limits whatever 
on cruisers carrying’guns of six inches or less 
in calibre.” The chief difficulty im any dis- 
cussion of naval disarmament at the present 
moment is, of cours®, the realisation that it is 
untimely. 

The issue which the Geneva’ Naval Con- 
ference left undecided lies mainly between 
Great Britain and the United States, and this 
year the United States: is. absorbed. in, a 
domestic struggle which allows little op- 
portunity for the calm consiGeration of inter- 
national questions. But the United States 
is not alone in the world. The Preparatory 
Commission for the Disarmament Conference 
at Geneva, whicl. includes representatives of 
all .civilised nations, including the United 
States, is eager to complete its preparatory 
ject. éxerts a con- 
tinual pressure on its members. After the 
failure of last. year’s Geneva Conference it 
appeared impossible to make any real pro- 
gress in this Commission. 

No member would willingly incur the 
odium of delay, and, out of this em- 
barrassment, the Anglo-French cpmpromise 
actually arose in this difficult year. 

The very least that can be said: for this 
compromise is that it was a sincere effort 
to evade a deadlock—to provide a new basis 
for the discussion of the naval problem. The

The strong pressure at Geneva, which led 
to its conclusion in the year of a Presidential 
election in the United States, was of a kind 
that might easily have obscured the view 
of tired and anxious men. It is most un- 
fortunate that what was sincerely intended 
as a contribution to the general solution of 
the disarmament problem should have been 
misunderstood, also quite sincerely, in the 
United: States, and that the proposed basis 
for disarmament should have been rejected 
almost unconditionally. 

The best that*can be said in the meantime 
is that, after all, in the American Note there 
are indications of .a.desire for further con- 
sideration.

WAGES STOLEN.

AUDACIOUS THEFT 
MOTOR CAR. 


Police on motor cycles, reinforced by 
nearly a hundred workmen on. foot, were 
engaged in a hunt at Llandough, near 
Cardiff, last-night for a man who was 
alleged to have stolen nearly 23500 from a 
motor car. The search was continued 
until dark without success. 

The circumstances of the robbery were 
unusual. Mr. C. F. Taverner, the con- 
tractor for the new Llandough Hospital, 
which he is building for the Cardiff 
Guardians, arrived at the site during the 
afternoon’ to pay the men their wages. 
He motored from Newport to Llandough, 
accompanied by his wile and father-in- 
law, with the money in the bag on one 
of the seats.

MONAGHAN SANATORIUM

the most curable disease of any we can have,” 
said Dr. May Kieran, Tuberculosis’ Medical 
Officer for County Monaghan, at a meeting of 


the Monaghan Board of Health, at which the 
question of extending the sanatorium at }

Monaghan at a cost of £5,000 was discussed. 
It was suggested to-have a joint sanatorium, 
to accommodate a number of counties, this 
being strongly favoured by Mr. Edwatd 
Brady, but communications from other 
counties which were read to the meeting were 
not helpful in this direction. ; i 
Dr. Boyd Barrat, Chief Medical Inspector 
of the Free State Department explained the 
scheme for the extension and the necessity for 
it in Monaghan. The Government had ear- 
marked £2, for building purposes, that left 
about £35,000 to be rai 4 by the county. 
“They could get a loan for thirty years and the 
Government would refund one half of. the 
principal and interest on that loan; so that 
the amount falling on the county would be 
about, £1,500. te 
Colonel Madden moved fhat they próceed. 
with the extension, It was seconded by Mr. 
Macklin, who said that the = issiie was 
whether the health or the wealth of the 
people was the more important. RET: 
Replying to Mr. Brady, Dr. Kieran said 
that it was optional with patients whether 
they would go to a sanatorium or not. .

Dr. Kieran—Yes; it is just criminal; but 
we would require legislation to prevent it. 

Dr. Boyd Barrat said that they tried in 
Manchester to get all taberculosis cases into 
the sariatoria, but it failed, because the people 
were getting their own doctors to say that 
they were not infectious. 

Replying to questions as to the suitabilty 
of the site of the existing sanatorium at 
Monaghan, Dr. Boyd Barrat said that it was 
in as good a position as any. It was on a 
height and getting the sun.~ Proceeding, the 
doctor said that when the question of height 
was put to him in regard to a site in Galway 
his reply was that in Ireland difference in 
altitude had not much curative value. You 
must go to high hills in places like Switzer- 
land. The difierence in curative properties 
between any two hills in Ireland was virtually 
negligibie> ' 

Mr. Loughran said that the present system 
for the treatment of this disease was wrong, 
and would remain so until they had legisla- 
tion to make this a notifiable disease. .
